Naval Air Missile Test Center

HE Naval Air Missile Test Center, 

Point Mugu, Calif., is the Navy’s over- 
water Guided Missile Test Range for 
missiles designed to travel as far as 150 
miles, and is located on the coast about 
45 miles north of 
Los Angeles. The 
Center was estab- 
lished as an inter- 
im facility by the 
Secretary of the 
Navy in October 
1946, and was ap- 
proved as a per- 
manent base by 
the Congress in 
June 1948, 

This facility will 
complement the 
new Joint Long 
Range Proving 
Ground, at Cocoa 
(Banana_ River), 
Florida, which is 
being sponsored by the Army, Navy and 
Air Force as a test range for guided 
missiles designed to fly over 150 miles. 

The first guided missiles of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics were developed by the 
Naval Aircraft Factory, Philadelphia, 
and were tested during development in 
nearby uninhabited areas with makeshift 
targets and equipment. When these early 
forerunners of modern guided missiles 
were planned for actual use during the 
recent war, the Special Weapons Tactical 
Test and Evaluation Unit was established 
at Traverse City, Michigan, by the Navy 
in 1944. The mission of this unit was to 
test and evaluate missiles on the basis of 
potential usefulness to the operating 
forces. 

The Special Weapons Tactical Test and 
Evaluation Unit continued in operation 
until the end of the war, at which time 
guided missiles had been developed to the 
Point of requiring extensive test facili- 
ties, too complex and expensive to be 
maintained by each development agency. 
A policy was established among the serv- 
ices of providing a few government owned 
and operated ranges for the use of guided 
missile development agencies. In addi- 
tion, these ranges are used for such sup- 
plementary tests as may be necessary to 
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determine whether or not a missile, after |

*Capt. Delmar S. Fahrney, USN, is one of 
the services’ earliest pioneers in Guided Mis- 
siles, having been almost continuously en- 
gaged in this field since 1936. Under his direc- 
tion, the Navy’s first radio-controlled target 
aircraft were developed. The introduction of 
the “target drone” revolutionized Fleet anti- 
ar gunnery training, and eventually led to 

€ development of some of the world’s first 
guided missiles by Captain Fahrney and his 
early associates.

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Military Pay Bill 
Awaits Final Signing | 


The engrossed Military Pay Bill is now 
on the President’s desk awaiting signa- 
ture. Mr. Truman is expected momen- 
tarily to approve the measure, which will 
be in effect as of 1 Oct., the date speci- 
fied in the bill. 

On reaching the White House, the bill 
was referred to the Bureau of the Budget 
and the interested departments for the 
regular check to which all bills are sub- 
jected prior to approval. This routine ac- 
tion has now been completed and the bill 
returned to the President for final ap- 
proval. Previous to its passage the Presi- 
dent had strongly recommended the en- 
actment of the measure and had made 
provision for its cost in the annual budget 
Message. 

Meantime, the Services were preparing 
to dispatch instructions to the field im- 
mediately upon the official signing of 
the bill. Because of the advance prepara- 
tions made, almost all military personnel 
throughout the world will receive the in- 
creased pay at the end of this month. 

As is inevitable in the passage of such 
a complex and comprehensive piece of 
legislation, enactment into law of the Ca- 
reer Compensation Act has resulted in 
the necessity for the Comptroller Gen- 
eral to rule on various phases of the pay 
legislation. 

Among other posers already submitted 
to the Comptroller General is the prob- 
lem relative to the effect of the savings 
provisions when an individual is demoted. 

Pending the rendition of this decision 
by the Comptroller General, it has been 
ordered that whenever any change in 
the pay and allowance status of any in- 
dividual having an amount of pay saved 
by the Career Compensation Act occurs 
which will decrease, because of demotion, 
the amount of total compensation of the 
individual because of failure to qualify, 
the savings provision will cease to apply 
to such part of the total compensation. 
The individual’s pay and allowances will 
be computed at the new grade under the 
rates for such grader under the new pay 
legislation. 

Also submitted to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral were the following questions per- 
taining to the savings provisions: 

Dependent Parents 

Is a member of the uniformed services, 
who was entitled to receive on 30 Sept. 1949, 
increased allowances on account of a father 
or mother (or both) dependent upon such 
member for chief support, but not actually 
residing in the household of said member, en- 
titled to have such allowances saved to him 
(or her) under the provisions of Section 515 
(a) of the Career Compensation Act of 1949? 

Non-Pay Status 

If a member is in a non-pay status on the 
day immediately preceding the effective date 
of the Career Compensation Act of 1949, is 
such member entitled to saved pay under 
Section 515 if the total compensation to } 
which he should have been entitled on the | 
day prior to the effective date of the Career | 
Compensation Act of 1949 exceeds the total 
compensation to which he is entitled under 
the Career Compensation Act cf 1949? 

Flight Pay Questions 

Is a member of the uniformed services in 

a flying status, entitled to save his flying

Army Promotion Lists 


The Army has sent to the White House 
the list of officers chosen for permanent 
promotions to the ranks of major and 
captain on the Army Promotion List and 
to the rank of major on the Chaplains 
Promotion List. 

The list of officers selected for advance- 
ment on these two promotion lists to the 
grade of lieutenant colonel is slated to 
reach the President shortly. 

Meantime, the board to consider offi- 
cers of the Medical Department for per- 
manent promotion to the ranks of lieu- 
tenant colonel, major and captain will 
meet Monday, 10 Oct. at the Pantagon. 





Army Enlisted Promotions 


The Army, in a message to all com- 
mands, has clarified the recent order 
temporarily suspending promotions to 
the first three enlisted pay grades out- 
side of the career field program. Some 
promotions still will be made and the 
career program will not be interrupted 
by the order. 

Not affected by the suspension order 
are the following special non-career 
field promotions: posthumous appoint- 
ments, Medal of Honor advancements, 
one grade promotions upon completion 
of 29 years of service; promotions of of- 
ficer candidates and grade adjustments 
accomplished in special or meritorious 
cases by The Adjutant General. 

Army officials emphasized that career 
field promotions in the first three grades 
will continue to be made as provided in 
Circular 202, 1948. Similarly career field 
promotions to grade four will continue 
to be made, while non-career field pro- 
motions to grades six, five and four will 
also still be made. Promotions to grades 
five and four without regard to position 
vacancies will be made without regard 
to major command or local command 
promotion ceilings. 

All echelons were authorized to pool 
grade five and four vacancies for non- 
career field promotions where appro- 
priate to provide equitable promotion op- 
portunity. 

Presently announced career field pro- 
motion examinations in the Infantry, 
Armored Cavalry, Artillery and Food 
Service Career Fields will be held as an- 
nounced. Additionally, as new career 
fields are introduced, career field pro- 
motion examinations will be announced. 





Named To Munitions Board 


Appointment of Comdr. Wm. Van C. 
Brandt, of Philadelphia, to membership 
on the Munitions Board to serve on the 
Packaging, Storage and Materials Hand- 
ling Industry Advisory Committee, has 
just been announced. Commander Brandt 
is Managing Director of the Electric In- 
dustrial Truck Association, located in the 
Beury Building, 3701 N. Broad Street, 
Philadelphia. He will represent the As- 
sociation on the Committee, and has been 
also designated as a member of the Ma- 
terials Handling Sub-Committee of the 
parent Committee. 





Navy Unrest Stirs 
Hearing in Congress 


Further eruptions of unrest in the 
Navy were followed this week by Con- 
gressional hearings in which Representa- 
tive Vinson, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee, promised to give all who want to 
be heard a chance to testify. 

The week’s developments included: 

On Monday 3 Oct., the press carried 
reports of a letter sent to Secretary of 
the Navy Matthews by Vice Adm. Gerald 
F. Bogan, USN, and carrying the endorse- 
ments of Admirals Arthur W. Radford, 
USN, and the Chief of Naval Operations, 
Admiral Louis E. Denfeld. The letter, 
stamped “confidential,” was given to news 
service reporters by a then unidentified 
source. It charged that navy morale is 
virtually in a state of despondency. 

The next dey Capt. John G. Crommelin, 
USN, released a siatcment that it was he 
who had given out the letter. Captain 
Crommelin subsequently was suspended 
from duty and it was announced that 
charges are being drawn up against him. 

In the House of Representatives, the 
Committee on Armed Services concluded 
its investigation of the B-36 incident with 
a complete clearance of the Air Force, 
Secretary Johnson, and Secretary Sy™- 
ington, and a recommendation that 
Cedric Worth, former naval officer and 
later navy civilian employee, and author 
of the original charges in a then anony- 
mous document, be discharged. The Navy 
announced he had resigned. 

At the House Committee hearing Sec- 
retary Matthews made a preliminary 
statement recommending that Admiral 
Radford’s statement be heard in execu- 
tive session, contending it would give in- 
formation of benefit to an enemy. Repre- 
sentative Vinson said the sessions of the 
committee must be open as far as possi- 
ble so as to give to the nation any infor- 
mation it should have. “We want to find 
out the cause of the present unrest,” Mr. 
Vinson said. “If the committee decides 
in executive session that the (Radford) 
statement is not classified, it will be re- 
leased to the public.” 

Secretary Matthews then read his pre- 
pared statement, following which he an- 
swered questions, including the follow- 
ing: Sec. Matthews—“The Navy will 
not censor. the testimony of any witness; 
any member of the Navy desired by the 
committee will be free to testify.” 

He stated that those who have criti- 
cised the morale of the Navy “do not re- 
flect the opinion of a majority of the 
Navy. I believe the morale is good.” 

Mr. Vinson—“I judge from your state- 
ment that the trouble is in the aviation 
branch of the Navy.” Mr. Matthews 
agreed that most of the trouble is there. 

Mr. Vinson—“What has happened to 
cause this?” 

Mr. Matthews—“Appropriations have 
been reduced.” 

Mr. Vinson—“Is reducing the size of the 
Navy causing concern?” 

Mr. Matthews—“The 
ships is playing its part.” 

Rep. Brooks—“Who is responsible for

pay under the provisions of Section 515 in 
the following cases assuming that his total 
compensation including flying pay under laws 
in existence prior to the effective date of the 
Career Compensation Act of 1949 exceeds the 
total compensation to which he is entitled 
under the Career Compensation Act of 1949? 

(1) Flight requirements met through 31 
Aug. 1949. September—flight requirements 
not met. October—flight requirements for 
September and October met. 

(2) September—flight requirements not 
met. October—flight requirements met for 
October only. November—flight requirements 
met for September and November. 

If flying pay can be saved under (2) will 
the flying pay credited as of 31 Oct. 1949 be 
based upon laws in effect prior to the ef- 
fective date of the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949 or under the provisions of the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949? 


MORE PROBLEMS RAISED 

Sections of the pay legislation pertain- 
ing to present compensation and the Ser- 
vicemen’s Dependents Allowance Act of 
1942, as amended (Section 515 (b) of the 
Career Compensation Act) also have 
evoked questions which have been sub- 
mitted to the Comptroller General. 

Problems presented to the Comptroller 
General for decisions include the follow- 
ing questions: 


Extension of Enlistment 


Pursuant to the second proviso of Section 
515(b), is an enlisted member of the armed 
services who exiends his enlistment after day 
following the effective date of the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949, but not later than 
1 July 1952, entitled to the benefits of the 
savings provisions thereof for the period of 
extension of enlistment, or for the period of 
extension of enlistment up to 1 July 1952 
where the extension of enlistment made prior 
to 1 July 1952 runs beyond 1 July 1952? 

Pursuant to the second proviso of Section 
515(b), is an enlisted member of the armed 
services who extended his enlistment after 
1 July 1946 and prior to the date of enact- 
ment of the Career Compensation Act of 1949, 
entitled to the benefits of the savings provi- 
sions thereof for period of extension of en- 
listment? If decision is in the affirmative, is 
an enlisted member of the armed services 
whose enlistment expires between the date 
of enactment and the effective date of this 
Act, both dates inclusive, and who extends 
his enlistment, entitled to the benefits of 
the savings provisions of Section 515(b) for 
the period of extension of enlistment? 

Reduction in Grade 

In the event that an enlisted member is 
reduced in grade, is such member entitled 
to a continuation of the savings provisions 
of Section 515(b) by receiving the pay of 
the grade to which reduced, and to a con- 
tinuation to receive the benefits of the full 
quantum of the family allowances to which 
previously entitled by the provisions of said 
Section 515(b)? 


Promotion In Grade 


If a member of the uniformed services re- 
ceives a promotion in grade which is insuffi- 
cient to effect a termination of the savings 
provisions of Section 515(b), is such member 
entitled to receive the pay of such higher 
grade at the rate prescribed in the Pay Read- 
justment Act of 1942, as amended, without 
diminution of the Government's contribution 
to family allowances which are being con- 
tinued under such Section, or is such mem- 
ber to receive the pay of the grade held on 
30 September 1949 so long as entitled to saved 
pay, including the continuation of the Gov- 
ernment’s contribution to family allowances 
and payment thereof to such members’ de- 
pendents? 


WAC Uniform Ruling 
The Army has extended until 1 July 
1950 the wear-out period for the skirt, 
wool, olive-drab, dark shade, worn by 
WAC officers. 








Gen. Bradley as Chairman, JCS 


By virtue of Section 7 of Public Law 
216—the National Security Act of 1949— 
General Omar N. Bradley, USA, is today 
the ranking military officer of the Armed 
Services. 

As Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, the new post he has held since 16 
Aug., he is undoubtedly also the busiest 
officer. 

During the short time in which he has 
served as JCS Chairman, the World War 
II Twelfth Army Group commander, post- 
war Veterans Administrator and former 
Army Chief of Staff has achieved a nota- 
ble record. 

In a recent 30-day period, it has 
been revealed, for example, that General 
Bradley was able to effect unanimous 
agreement among the JCS on more than 
100 complex inter-Service problems. This 
achievement is said to be a record num- 
ber of decisions in such a short period of 
time. On only two issues was there final 
disagreement. 

As the Nation’s No. 1 military officer, 
General Bradley is credited by personnel 
of all the Armed Forces with a major 
contribution to the recent Congressional 
enactment of the Career Compensation 
Act. At several crucial points in the leg- 
islative processing of the Military Pay 
Bill when its adoption was in serious 
jeopardy, General Bradley’s forceful 
enunciation of the need for men of out- 
standing qualifications in the Services 
helped convince Congressmen of the ne- 
cessity for long overdue pay increases. 

And as the legislation, delayed in the 
Senate, faced a possible Congressional ad- 
journment, it was a letter from General 
Bradley to Senator Scott Lucas (D., I11.), 
majority leader, which helped speed the 
measure to a conclusive vote.

Similarly, General Bradley’s testimony 
before Congressional committees was an 
important factor in the passage of the 
$1,300,000,000 Military Assistance Pro- 
gram, signed this week by the President. 

In this regard, the success of General 
Bradley as Chairman of the JCS and his 
great popularity abroad augurs well for 
the success of the military groups of the 
North Atlantic Alliance, on which Gen- 
eral Bradley this week served as the 
United States representative at the initial 
sessions in Washington. 

For General Bradley, the task of lead- 
ing United States military participation 
in the North Atlantic deliberations will 
mean the addition of new responsibilities 
to a work schedule already operating on 
an “overtime basis.” 

Translated to more fundamental terms, 
this new job will mean for General Brad- 
ley longer hours at his office in the Penta- 
gon, extended “homework” sessions at his 
Ft. Myer, Va., quarters and certainly less 
opportunity for the occasional round of 
golf, which he enjoys so much. 

A person with two official hats to fill 
—as JCS Chairman and as U. S. Military 
Representative on the North Atlantic 
defense groups—General Bradley will find 
rarer use now for his favorite and much 
battered golf cap. 

Schedule and Staff 

General Bradley’s typical daily sched- 
ule runs just about like this: At 8:15 a.m., 
he arrives at the Pentagon, where he 
holds a conference with members of his 
miniature-sized staff. Although the Office 
of the Chairman, Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
carries with it unprecedented peacetime 





military prestige, General Bradley has 
expressed his determination to keep his 
staff as small as possible. 

Presently on duty in this office are a 
total of only 19 military and civilian per- 
sonnel, including General Bradley. Rank- 
ing assistant is his aide, Col. Willis S. 
Matthews, who served General Bradley 
in a similar capacity when he was Chief 
of Staff. 

Other Army officers on duty in the 
Office of the Chairman are Lt. Col. 
Chester V. Clifton, jr., Lt. Col. Chester B. 
Hansen and Lt. Col. Robert J. McDuff, 
assistants, all of whom also served pre- 
viously with General Bradley. Capt. Steve 
W. Mulkey, formerly on duty with the 
Army Public Information Division, has 
also been assigned to this office. 

Recently relieved from command of the 
USS Amberjack, the Navy’s first guppy- 
type submarine, Comdr. Edward L. Beach, 
USN, has reported for duty on General 
Bradley’s staff. 

Completing the list of military person- 
nel are Warrant Officer Olive Marsh, 
USA; Chief Yeoman Sylvia Hensley, 
USN; and Tech. Sgts. Jimmie D. Casey 
and Joseph H. Mack, USAF. 

JCS Meetings 

After he has completed his staff meet- 
ing, General Bradley prepares for a daily 
9 a.m. conference in the office of Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson. When this 
meeting is over, the busy schedule re- 
sumes in the General’s office or at a ses- 
sion of the JCS. 

Meetings of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
are held twice weekly. During the entire 
preceding day and almost always well 
into the night before, General Bradley 
is kept busy at the Pentagon and at home 
with paper work submitted in connection 
with the forthcoming meeting. 

In order to be able to lead the Joint 
Chiefs to decisions, the Chairman must 
be familiar with differing viewpoints. Re- 
quests for decisions on particular prob- 
lems may come from the Services, the 
Department of Defense, the joint com- 
mands in the field, the State Department 
or White House and General Bradley 
must bring to each session a prodigious 
background knowledge of subjects to be 
discussed. 





To help advise General Bradley, inter- 
Service teams have been formed within 
the JCS organization. Each Service has 
a representative on these teams, and as 
a result, the viewpoints of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force are made known 
equally to the Chairman. 

In addition to the JCS sessions, and 
now the North Atlantic meetings, Gen- 
eral Bradley is kept busy with a moun- 
tainous correspondence, preparation of 
Congressional testimony at various times, 
with official receptions, public addresses 
and strategic inspection trips. 


Unique Responsibility 

Because he is the ranking officer of the 
military services, General Bradley has 
another rather unique responsibility. He 
coordinates the movements of the Joint 
Chiefs. When Admiral Denfeld, General 
Vandenberg or General Collins desires to 
be excused from a meeting, General Brad- 
ley must give the approval. Further, 
when there are requests for a-*photo- 
graph of the Joint Chiefs or for their ap- 
pearance on a television broadcast, as 
have been made recently, General Brad- 
ley acts somewhat in the capacity of a 
school teacher rounding up her charges 
during a busy visit to the zoo park. He 
sets the time and place for such “extra- 
curricular” activities and “requests” 
strict compliance. This is a duty which 
evokes much joshing among the Joint 
Chiefs and their Chairman. 

During the next month, General Brad- 
ley will deliver four important speeches. 
The effect of his statements on the pub- 
lic’s perception of National Defense needs 
is believed unmatched by those of any 
other military officer. On 12 Oct., Gen- 
eral Bradley will speak before the Amer- 
ican Forestry Association at Akron, Ohio, 
and on 26 Oct., he will address the Na- 
tional Guard Association convention in 
Montgomery, Ala. 

Housing Statement 

A key address will be delivered on 2 
Nov. at Cleveland, Ohio, before the CIO 
convention and on 12 Nov., General Brad- 
ley will speak before the Association of 
Radio News Directors in New York City. 

After that, no speeches are planned,

My DEAR SECRETARY: 

At the beginning it is proper for me to 
state that in no manner have I, to date, 
endorsed or condemned Captain Crom- 
melin’s statement because no one has 
asked me to do so. Had such been the case 
honest necessity and conscience would 
have required hearty and complete agree- 
ment with the affirmations made in his 
release to or interview with the press. 

Your dispatch, which prompts this let- 
ter, is surprising in its interpretation of 
the motive in the basic statement. It 
avers that the Crommelin statement and 
subsequent public utterances have em- 
barrassed the progress of unification and 
harmony and the Navy Department. It 
further states that these remarks have 
been inspired by apprehensions concern- 
ing the future of naval aviation. 

Mr. Secretary, while realizing that this 
is your honest belief, that interpretation 
of the genesis of Crommelin’s release is 
the most superficial gloss and does not 
remotely touch the heart of the question. 
The basic reason behind all of it is a 
genuine fear in the Navy for the security 
of our country if the policies followed in 
the Department of Defense since the Na- 
tional Security Act became law are not 
drastically changed, and soon. 

It is necessary for me to assert now to 
you that I opposed the act as written and 
passed and so testified before the com- 
mittee. My reasons for opposition and 
suggestions for other methods of achiev- 
ing ultimate unity in the military estab- 
lishment were given at that time, 1 July 
1947, I forecast much of what subse- 
quently occurred. Records of that testi- 
mony are available. 

The creation of three departments or 
sub departments where formerly there 
were but two is not unification. Under the 
present law it can be made to and does 
operate effectively in the field. But it 
would be sheer balderdash to assume that 
there has been anything approaching it 
among the Secretariat, the Joint Staff, 
or the high command of all three services. 
Knowing that honest differences of opin- 
lon must constantly be present, bickering 
is still the rule; unanimity is non-existent. 

The morale of the Navy is lower today 
than at any time since I entered the com- 
missioned ranks in 1916. Lowered morale, 
to some degree, may be expected to fol- 
low any war during the readjustment to 
the organization for peace. In my opinion 
this descent, almost to despondency, 
stems from complete confusion as to the 
future role of the Navy and its ad- 
vantages or disadvantages as a perma- 
nent career. 

Optimistic letters and plans issue from 
Washington. And concurrently the situa- 
tion deteriorates with each press release. 
The younger men are necessarily con- 
cerned with their future security. We of 
greater age, and, we hope, more mature 
judgment are fearful that the country 
is being, if it has not already been, sold a 
false bill of goods. 

Junior officers in large numbers, whose 
Confidence I enjoy, have come to see me 
asking advice on their future course of 
action. I have invariably encouraged 
them to enhance their professional ability 
against the day when the troublesome 
questions now paramount would be 
€quably resolved. It is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult for me to do this honestly. 

If the adequate military or defense es- 
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tablishment could be achieved without 

a navy and naval aviation, I would gladly 

advocate using funds now expended to 

maintain that service, on the procure- 
ment of the best other necessary weapons 
and equipment. Not even the United 

States can support indefinitely, during 

peace, the tragically large military 

budgets we are devouring. 

There is no cheap quick victory possible 
between any two nations or groups of 
nations each having strong even if rela- 
tively unequal power. Yet at a time as 
potentially critical as ever existed during 
our history, the public has been lured into 
complacency by irresponsible speeches by 
advocates of this theory. The result could 
be a great national and world-wide catas- 
trophe. 

I have been informed that when the 
{House Armed Services] committee hear- 
ings resume in October the Navy will be 
afforded the opportunity to state its case 
completely on the items comprising the 
agenda. Since Captain Crommelin’s press 
statement, I am more optimistic than be- 
fore that such will be the case. 

But the agenda does not cover the 
fundamentals of our national security. 
It embraces a total of eight items, all 
pertinent but by no means the complete 
whole. It is my earnest hope that at some 
time in the near future this vital subject 
may be thoroughly explored with no con- 
sideration being given to the reputations 
nor politics of the witnesses who appear. 
It is bigger than personalities, broader 
and deeper than politics. It is our country.

1. Forwarded. 

2. I concur in the endorsement of Com- 
mander in Chief, Pacific Fleet. Naval 
officers have faith in the Navy and a 
knowledge of the aggressive role it plays 
in the defense of the country. They are 
convinced that a Navy stripped of its 
offensive power means a nation stripped 
of its offensive power. 

3. I believe that Fleet Admiral [Ernest 
J.] King in October 1945 summed up the 
present Navy-wide concern when in a re- 
port he stated, “. . . Seapower will not 
be accorded adequate recognition, be- 
cause the organization contemplated 
would permit reduction of that sea power 
by individuals who are not thoroughly 
familiar with its potentialities, as has 
happened in several other countries. 

“France never used her Navy to good 
advantage. The German General Staff 
failed, in two wars, to appreciate the 
potency of sea power. The absorption of 





Britain’s crack Royal Naval Air Service 
into an independent Royal Air Force and 
the consequent withering of her naval 
aviation, left her, in 1941, a second rate 
Navy. 

“Another significant fact is that Japan’s 
collapse was coincident with the reduc- 
tion of her sea power—at the end of the 
war she was stronger on the ground and 
in the air than at the start, but her Navy 
was practically eliminated. It follows 
that if the Navy’s welfare is one of the 
prerequisites to the nation’s welfare—and 
I sincerely believe that to be the case— 
any step that is not good for the Navy 
is not good for the nation.”

Adm. Denfeld’s Statement 
Subsequently Admiral Denfield re- 


leased the following statement: 

“T am distressed that a confidential letter 
from a flag officer to the Secretary of the 
Navy should have been made public in viola- 
tion of one of the fundamental rules of the 
Navy safeguarding classified documents. Re- 
gardless of the nature of the communication 
or the motives of the personnel involved, one 
of the Navy's cardinal regulations has been 
broken, which necessarily must be made the 
subject of an official investigation, with ap- 
propriate action in view. 

**Vice Admiral Bogan’s letter to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy was an expression of his 
personal opinions, written in keeping with 
the Secretary’s directive of 14 September 
It was forwarded through official channels, 
via the Commander in Chief, U. S. Pacific 
fleet, and the Chief of Naval Operations, from 
each of whom, by Navy Regulations, a for- 
warding endorsement is required. 

‘Such an endorsement does not mean ap- 
proval. 

‘“‘Admiral A. W. Radford’s forwarding en- 
dorsement specifically did not concur in the 
views Vice Admiral Bogan expressed. My 
forwarding endorsement concurred with Ad- 
miral Radford’s. 

“Unification of the Armed Forces of the 
United States is the law of the land, the 
principles and objectives of which I have 
whole-heartedly endorsed and am striving to 
make effective. In this effort I am fully 
supported by a large majority of Naval per- 
sonnel.’’

In his statement 5 Oct. Captain Crom- 
melin said: 

“TI consider my release of the letter of 
Vice Admiral Bogan with the endorsements 
of Admirals Radford and Denfeld necessary 
to the interests of national security. 

‘“‘My reason for requesting the press not 
to mention my name concurrently with the 
release for morning newspapers of 4 Oct. 
was to prevent any diversion of the atten- 
tion of the American people from the true 
import of the contents of the three docu- 
ments. 

“The reason for stipulating the time of 
release was to avoid any semblance of par- 
tiality among The Associated Press, United 
Press or the International News Service. 

“In arranging for the release, I called the 
United Press, the Associated Press and the 
International News Service. I called per- 
sonally at the bureau of the United Press 
and delivered the copy of the letter and the 
endorsements. 

“In the second instance, I arranged to 
meet the AP representative on the fifth floor 
of the National Press Building in front of 
the elevator. In the case of the INS, a rep- 
resentative with whom I had talked before 
arranged to pick up his copy at the National 
Press Building, the home of most newspaper 
and press associa‘ions in Washington. 

“T can find nothing in the letter or en- 
dorsements as released which is of militarily 
‘confidential’ nature and which should be 
withheld from the people of the United 
States. However, that judgment must be 
finally made by the people themselves. 

“‘My action in this vital matter may have 
been a technical violation of a regulation, 
but it had to be done.’’

Rep. Vinson 

Representative Vinson made the fol- 
lowing statement to members of the com- 
mittee on 5 Oct.: 

‘“‘House Resolution 234 of the Eighty-first 
Congress authorized and directed this Com- 
mittee to conduct thorough studies and in- 
vestigations relating to matters concerning 
the B-36 bomber, including specifically all 
facts relating to when it was purchased, how 
it was purchased, why it was purchased, any 
cancellations of other aircraft resulting from 
its purchase, and all other collateral matters 
that might develop from such inquiries. 

“The Committee has now completed its 
hearings on those matters it was directed to 
investigate as an investigative committee pur- 
suant to House Resolution 234, and I will lay 
the report before the Committee for its con- 
sideration. Upon approval of the report by 
the Committee, the report will be submitted 
to the Speaker and the House of Representa- 
tives. 
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“T want to take this opportunity, on behalf 
of the Committee, to express the very deep 
appreciation of the entire membership to the 
Committee counsel, Mr. Joseph Keenan, the 
Associate Counsel, Mr. James Gillin, the As- 
sistant Counsel, Mr. Solis Horwitz, and others 
of the investigative staff all of whom ren- 
dered outstanding and most able service 
throughout this investigation. I know that 
the entire Committee is appreciative of the 
excellent job done by these able men in con- 
nection with all phases of the investigation, 
and they are entitled to the thanks of the 
Committee and the Congress for their pa- 
triotic service on this important undertaking. 

‘“‘Now, Members of the Committee, you 
will recall that there were other matters 





covered by the original investigative agenda 


adq@ted by the Committee last June 9. Those 
othe? items 4yere_as follows: 

“Item Number ‘amine and perform- 
ance characteristics of the B-36 bomber to 
determine whether it is a satisfactory weap- 
on. 

“Item Number 4—Examine the roles and 
missions of the Air Force and the Navy (es- 
pecially Navy aviation and Marine Aviation) 
to determine whether or not the decision to 
cancel the construction of the aircraft car- 
rier United States was sound. 

“Item Number 5—Establish whether or not 
the Air Force is concentrating upon stra- 
tegic bombing to such an extent as to be in- 
jurious to tactical aviation and the develop- 
ment of adequate fighter aircraft and fighter 
aircraft techniques. 

“Item Number 6—Consider the procedures 
followed by the Joint Chiefs of Staff on the 
development of weapons to be used by the 
respective Services to determine whether or 
not it is proposed that two of the three Serv- 
ices will be permitted to pass on the weapons 
of the third. 

“Item Number 7—Study the effectiveness 
of strategic bombing to determine whether 
the nation is sound in following this con- 
cept to its present extent. 

“Item Number 8—Consider all other mat- 
ters pertinent to the above that may be de- 
veloped during the course of the investiga- 
tion. 

‘‘Now, it is my view—and, I am sure, the 
view of the Committee—that these remaining 
items on the agenda do not relate in any way 
to the authority and direction of House Reso- 
lution 234. I propose, therefore, that the bal- 
ance of these items be divorced entirely from 
what has gone before in respect to the B-36, 
and that the B-36 investigation itself now 
be declared officially closed. 

“I now propose further, however, in view 
of recent developments in the Department of 
Defense which have been disturbing to the 
members of this Committee and to many 
members of the House, that on Thursday, 
6th October, the Committee convene in its 
regular capacity as a standing committee of 
the House to ascertain the views of the repre- 
sentatives of the Navy and, if necessary, the 
other services, on those developments in the 
Department and on such of the items of the 
original agenda to which they may care to 
refer. 

“So, without objection, we will consider 
closed that portion of the investigation re- 
lating to House Resolution 234, and on next 
Thursday, 13 October, we will meet at 10:00 
in open session to receive testimony from 
the Navy.”’ 

Before the opening of the Committee 
session 6 Oct., Chairman Vinson made 
the following statement: 

“Before we commence with the witnesses 
this morning, I want to make a very brief 
statement. 

‘‘Under the Constitution, the Congress is 
given the responsibility for providing and 
maintaining a Navy and for raising and sup- 
porting an Army. This responsibility cannot 
be delegated by the Congress. So, until and 
unless the Constitution is amended otherwise, 
the Congress of the United States cannot 
divest itself of responsibility for providing 
for the armed strength of the Nation. 

“Now, under the Rules of the House of 
Representatives, this Committee on Armed 
Services is charged, among other things, with 
the following matters: 

“‘1. Common defense generally. 

“2. The War Department and the Military 
Establishment generally. 

‘3. The Navy Department and the Naval 
Establishment generally. 

“‘4. Size and composition of the Army and 
Navy. 

“5. Forts, arsenals, military reservations, 
and navy yards. 

‘The House Rules go on to say as follows: 
‘... each standing committee of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives shall exer- 
cise continuous watchfulness of the execution 
by the administrative agencies concerned of 
any laws, the subject matter of which is 
within the jurisdiction of such commit- 
re 

“So, this Committee has the responsibility 
which cannot be delegated to maintain legis- 
lative oversight of the military departments 
in order to see that the Constitution-imposed 
responsibilities of the Congress are properly 
carried out.

For the 
grade of major, all permanent captains 
who have finished 14 years of service 
prior to 1 Jan., 1950, will be eligible for 
promotion. 

Three promotions to the grade of ma- 
jor will be made in the Women’s Med- 
ical Specialist Corps. Those eligible are 
all permanent captains of the Dietitian 
Section who will have completed 14 years 
of service prior to 1 Jan., 1950. 

Consideration for permanent promo- 
tion in the Women’s Army Corps to liev- 
tenant colonel will be given all perma- 
nent majors who completed 16 years’ 
service for promotion purposes prior to 
13 Sept., 1949. All permanent captains 
who have completed ten or more years 
of service prior to 13 Sept., will be con- 
sidered for promotion to permanent ma- 
jor. Permanent first lieutenants who have 
completed five or more years’ service be- 
fore 13 Sept., will be eligible for promo- 
tion to permanent grade of captain. 

Criteria affecting temporary promo- 
tions in the Women’s Army Corps are 
as follows: to grade of lieutenant colo- 
nel, all permanent majors who have 
completed 16 or more years of service for 
promotion purposes prior to 13 Sept. and 
all non-regular officers serving in the 
grade of major who have temporary 
dates of rank of 28 Feb., 1947 or earlier; 
to grade of major, all permanent cap- 
tains who have completed 13 or more 
years’ service prior to 13 Sept., 1949 and 
all non-regular officers serving in the 
grade of captain who have temporary 


| dates of rank of 30 April, 1946 or earlier; 


to grade of captain, all permanent first 
lieutenants who have completed six and 
a half or more years of service prior to 
13 Sept., 1949, and all non-regular officers 
serving in the grade of first lieutenant 
who have a temporary date of rank of 
30 June, 1945, or earlier. 

Officers in the WAC who fail to be 
selected to fill any of the permanent 
grade vacancies will not be considered to 
have been passed over. In selecting per- 
sonnel for temporary promotions in the 
WAC, the regulation providing a mini- 
mum service of twelve months in grade 
on active duty and not less than six 
months on a current tour of active duty 
will be waived.

Mr. Matthews—“The high ranking offi- 
cers.” P 

Mr. Brooks—“How can the morale be 
improved?” 

Mr. Matthews—“By compensation, im- 
proving living conditions and the admin- 
istration of the Navy.” 

Mr. Brooks—“Would you start at the 
top or the bottom to influence morale?” 

Mr. Matthews—“At the top.” 

Mr. Kilday—“Does the security of a 
career play its part?”

Mr. Kilday then suggested that the re- 
duction from 75 groups to 45 in the Air 
Force had caused no drop in morale there. 

Mr. Matthews stated that he could not 
explain this; that he is interested in the 
Navy and has not given any attention 
to the other services. 

Mr. Vinson—“The services are still 
sniping at unification but it is now the 
law of the land. Doesn’t the drop in 
morale depend on the reduction in ship 
strength?

Mr. Matthews—“Whatever we can to 
make the Navy know it is not to be 
scrapped.” 

Rep. Anderson—‘How large a section 
of flag officers are opposed to unifica- 
tion?” 

Mr. Matthews—“Not a substantial num- 
ber. I haven’t heard any flag officer so 
express himself.” 

Rep. Van Zandt—“Do you know of any 
officers of the Army or AF who are 
criticizing unification?”

During the testimony presented by 
Secretary Matthews, Rep. Carl Vinson, 
Chairman of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee, confirmed reports that the Navy 
will suffer large-scale reductions, and 
Marine Aviation will lose 50 per cent of 
its planes under the 1951 budget. 

Mr. Vinson, in sharp debate with Sec- 
retary Matthews, stated that factors “af- 
fecting the morale of the Navy” are re- 





ductions “of Navy carriers from 8 to 6, 
air groups frem 16 to 14, small carriers 
from 10 to 8, Marine squadrons from 23 
to 11, anti-submarine squadrons from 8 
to 7, patrol squadrons from 30 to 20, 
cruisers from 18 to 12, destroyers from 
162 to 140, submarines from 80 to 70.” 
These figures had been reported by vari- 
ous publications, but had never been con- 
firmed. The Marine Corps, when asked by 
the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL for con- 
firmation of the cut-back figures for their 
air squadrons, replied that the informa- 
tion was “classified.” The Navy had also 
refused earlier to verify the reported re- 
ductions. 

The testimony of Admiral Radford, 
who appeared before the Armed Services 
Committee following Secretary Mat- 
thews, was taken in closed session, but 
with the assurance of Chairman Vinson 
that it would be made public if it did not 
involve classified information. 

Following publications of the Bogan 
documents, Admiral Denfeld issued the 
following statement: 


“IT am distressed that a confidential letter 
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from a flag officer to the Secretary of the 
Navy should have been made public in vio- 
lation of one of the fundamental rules of 
the Navy safeguarding classified documents. 
Regardless of the nature of the communica- 
tion or the motives of the personnel involved, 
one of the Navy's cardinal regulations has 
been broken, which necessarily must be 
made the subject of an official investigation, 
with appropriate action in view. 

“Vice Admiral Bogan’s letter to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy was an expression of his 
personal opinions, written in keeping with 
the Secretary’s directive of 14 September. 
It was forwarded through official channels, 
via the Commander in Chief, U. S. Pacific 
fleet, and the Chief of Naval Operations, 
from each of whom, by Navy Regulations, a 
forwarding endorsement is required. 

“Such an endorsement does not mean ap- 
proval. 

“Admiral A. W. Radford’s forwarding en- 
dorsement specifically did not concur in the 
views Vice Admiral Bogan expressed. My 
forwarding endorsement concurred with Ad-

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Housing Units For Air Bases 


Construction of 630 housing units for 
married personnel stationed at Mitchel 
AFB, N. Y., will begin early next year in 
the Barnum Woods area at the south side 
of the Santini sub-post on Front Street, 
Hempstead. Also, there were three other 
housing developments. 

Lt. Col. Robert I. Milberry, air installa- 
tion officer at Keesler AFB, Miss., has re- 
ported awarding of contracts for $639,800 
to cover the cost of 80 three-bedroom pre- 
fabricated houses to be used for noncom- 
missioned officer quarters. 

One hundred trailers d six utility 
buildings will be transferred from Van- 
couver, Wash., to Great Falls AFB, Mont., 
where a permanent trailer camp is to be 
established by 1 Nov. 

Teams of officers have been appointed 
at Seott AFI3, Ill, to scour the environs 
for housing facilities. It is estimated that 
about 1,000 officers and enlisted personnel 
lack adequate quarters. An “around the 
clock” housing service will be maintained 
seven hours a week from 0800 to 2000 
hours at the air base. 


Munitions Board Director 


Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson has 
appointed Maj. Gen. Patrick W. Timber- 
lake, USAF, as Director of the Staff of the 
Munitions Board. 

General Timberlake has been Deputy 
Director of Staff, and Director for Mili- 
tary Programs of the Board. He succeeds 
Lt. Gen. LeRoy Lutes, USA, who was re- 
cently appointed Commanding General, 
Fourth Army, with headquarters at San 
Antonio, Tex. 

General Timberlake has been with the 
Munitions Board, and its predecessor, the 
Army-Navy Munitions Board, since the 
latter part of 1946. He was named Deputy 
Director of Staff in March, 1949, and com- 
bined this position with that of Director 
for Military Programs of the Board. 

He was graduated from the U. S. Mili- 
tary Academy in 1923 and was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant of Field Ar- 
tillery. In 1928 he transferred to the Air 
Force, where he now holds ratings as 
Command Pilot, Combat Observer, and 
Aircraft Observer. 








Air Force Education 


The Air Force has inaugurated an am- 
bitious program designed to raise the 
educational qualifications of officer and 
enlisted personnel. It is particularly de- 
sired that all regular officers attain at 
least a two-year collegiate educational 
level, presently the minimum requisite 
for appointment as a regular officer. 

Details of the program are described 
in AFL 34-52. 
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AF Discharge Policy 

The Air Force, in AFL 39-22, has liber- 
alized its discharge policy for enlisted 
personnel because of dependency or hard- 
ship. Applications for discharge or re- 
lease from active duty because of de- 
pendency or hardship will be approved 
for personnel receiving family allowance 
upon presentation of a medical certificate 
showing wife or other dependent is>in 
poor health, or upon completion of one 
year of service in current enlistment and 
where adequate documentary evidence is 
presented showing the existence of any 
hardship. 


AF Retired Pay 


New regulations concerning retirement 
of Air Force non-regular personnel under 
provisions .of Public Law 810 are pub- 
lished in AFR 45-7, 27 Sept. 

Reservists, on reaching the age of 59, 
should make application on NME Form 
108, which may be obtained from the 
Commanding General of the numbered 
Air Force in which the Reservist lives. 
Major eligibility requirements are that 
the applicant be 60 years of age and have 
completed satisfactorily 20 years’ Federal 
service. 


Air Warrant Officers 


With the signing by the President of 
the Career Compensation Act author- 
izing four grades of warrant officers, the 
Air Force will put in effect plans for the 
convening of a board of officers to estab- 
lish the new warrant officer structure. 


The statutory grade of CWO will be 
pplied to pay grades W-4 and W-3; the 
tatutory grade of WOJG will be applied 

to pay grades W-2 and W-1. 


Individuals serving as Chief Warrant 
Officers who are not selected for pay 
grade W-3 or W-4 will be redesignated 
as WOJG pay grade W-2. No loss pay 
will result from this action. 

Warrant officers heretofore retired will 
not be affected by the change in relation- 
ship between statutory title and pay 
grade. 

It was stated that warrant officer ap- 
pointees now serving. as commissioned 
officers who elect to remain on extended 
active duty in a commissioned capacity 
will not jeopardize their future warrant 
status. 

Pending completing of the board study, 
chief warrant officers are assigned to pay 
grade W-2 and warrant officers, junior 
grade, are assigned to pay grade W-l1. 


New Air Force MOS 


The Air Force has added the follow- 
ing airman MOS titles: medical radiolog- 
ical laboratory technician, graves regis- 
tration technician, career guidance spe- 
cialist, special investigations agent, aero- 
medical technician and radiological spe- 
cialist. 

















MATS Air Rescue Service 


Reorganization of the world-wide actiy- 
ities of the Air Rescue Service of the 
Military Air Transport Service to effect 
greater economy and improve operational 
effectiveness has been announced by Col. 
Richard T. Kight, Air Rescue Service 
Commanding Officer. 

For the first time Air Rescue Service 
will provide support for Air Force oper- 
ations in Europe with establishment of 
the 7th Rescue Squadron, with headquar- 
ters in Germany. Also included in the 
reorganization is the transfer of the Ist 
Rescue Squadron from the Caribbean Air 
Command ‘to Air Rescue Service and the 
relocation of several rescue squadron 
headquarters and flights. 

Under the new organization there will] 
be seven Rescue Squadrons, each with 
four rescue flights. (There is one other 
organized Air Rescue Squadron, the 10th, 
operating in the Alaskan Theater direct- 
ly under USAF Alaskan Air Command.) 

Each supervisory squadron headquar- 
ters will normally be composed of 14 offi- 
cers and 65 airmen. The operational 
flights will each have 10 aircraft: two 
long-range airborne lifeboat carriers (SB- 
29, SB-17); two amphibians SA-10’s; two 
transport aircraft C-47 or C-82; two heli- 
copter (H-5); two liaison aircraft L-5’s or 
L-13’s, manned by 23 officers and 70 air- 
men. Two pararescue teams for each 
squadron are also authorized. 

The 1st Rescue Squadron will have head- 
quarters and Flight A at MacDill AFB, 
Tampa, Fla. Flight B will be at Albrook 
AFB, Canal Zone; Flight C at Ramey AFB, 
Puerto Rico, and Flight D at Kindley AFB, 
Bermuda. 

Headquarters and Flights A and B of the 
2d Rescue Squadron will be at Clark AFB, 
Philippines, with Flight C at Kadena AFB, 
Okinawa, and Flight D at North Guam AFB, 
Guam. 

Headquarters and Flight A, 4th Rescue 
Squadron, will be at Hamilton AFB, Calif., 
with Flight B at March AFB, Calif.; Flight 
C at McChord AFB, Wash., and Flight D 
at Hickam AFB, Hawaii. 

Fifth Rescue Squadron and Flight A will 
be located at Lowry AFB, Colo. Flight B 
will be at Biggs AFB, Tex.; Flight C at Max- 
well AFB, Ala., and Flight D at Selfridge 
AFB, Michigan. 

Sixth Rescue Squadron and Flight A will 
transfer to Westover AFB, Mass., with three 
overseas Flights—B at Ernest Harmon AFB, 
Newfoundland; C at Goose Bay Airport, Lab- 
rador, and D at Bluie West One (BW-1) 
Greenland. 


Col. Travis of ConAC Retires 


Retirement of Col. Robert B. Travis, 
Executive to the Adjutant General of 
Continental Air Command Headquarters 
at Mitchel AFB, N. Y., was announced on

Navy Pay Instructions 

The Navy this week released the first 
of a series of instruction memoranda 
concerning implementation of the Career 
Compensation Act, which will be utilized 
until necessary revisions in the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts Manual are 
completed. 

Disbursing officers were authorized to 
begin payment under the Career Com- 
pensation Act as soon as local operating 
conditions permit. 

With regard to the four warrant officer 
grades created in the new pay law, the 
Navy said that warrant officers will con- 
tinue to be paid on the*same basis as 
heretofore until an Alnav promulgates 
the new warrant officer distribution. 





President at Ft. Bragg 

President Truman this week witnessed 
a spectacular display of military strength 
when he traveled to Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
to watch the crack 82d Airborne Divi- 
sion demonstrate its techniques—includ- 
ing the dropping by parachute of a fully 
equipped Field Artillery battery with 105 
millimeter howitzers. 

The President, a World War I artillery 
officer, was shown secret devices used by 
anti-aircraft gunners. Reporters were 
barred from the area where this equip- 
ment was demonstrated. 

Accompanied by Secretary of the Army 
Gordon Gray and General J. Lawton Col- 
lins, USA, Chief of Staff, President Tru- 
man was welcomed to the huge base by 
General Mark W. Clark, USA, Chief, 
Army Field Forces; Lt. Gen. John R. 
Hodge, USA, commanding general at Ft. 
Bragg; and Lt. Gen. Alvan C. Gillem, 
USA, commanding general,.,Third Army. 

After a review in which 20,000 troops 
marched, the President spoke informally 
at a luncheon in the officers’ mess. “I hope 
that when the Navy and Air Force get 
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all their troubles settled,” he said, “the 
Army as usual will go along.” 

After luncheon the President witnessed 
the airborne demonstration which in- 
cluded a drop of artillery and other heavy 
combat equipment, followed by an air- 
borne drop of a battalion of Infantry of 
approximately 1,000 troops with equip- 
ment and supplies. These troops imme- 
diately proceeded to execute a tactical 
problem which included the firing of ar- 
tillery and other weapons. 





Army Warrant Officers 

Army Finance Department officials this 
week were reported completing a final 
draft of regulations implementing the 
proviso of the Career Compensation Act 
which establishes four grades of warrant 
officers. ; 

As an interim measure, it has been an- 
nounced that warrant officers, junior 
grade, will receive the pay of the W-1 
grade, while chief warrant officers will be 
placed in the W-2 grade.

T is imperative that steps be taken to protect the morale of the U. S. Navy. The 
unfortunate anonymous letter, traced to Naval sources, which made unfounded 
accusations against Secretary of Defense Johnson and Secretary of the Air Force 
Symington, and the subsequent unorthodox release of confidential correspondence of 
high-ranking Naval officers, are symptoms of an unhealthy situation that must be 
remedied. Courts martial and courts of inquiry, while necessary as disciplinary 
actions, should not be considered as solutions of the present problem, for they strike 
only at one of the results and not at the cause of the trouble. Further suppression 
of public discussion will serve only to drive the unrest underground where it will 
continue to gnaw at the vitals of naval efficiency. The basic cause is the belief of a 
large segment of naval personnel that decisions contrary to their concept of National 
Defense have been reached without full, free, and vigorous presentation of the Navy’s 
arguments and open discussion upon them. It was, therefore, a wise move for 
Chairman Vinson and the members of his Committee on Armed Services to overrule 
the request of Secretary of the Navy Matthews that testimony on the present out- 
break be given in closed session. Mr. Vinson knows that if the present House Com- 
mittee hearings can be conducted in such a way as to afford Navy personnel free 
expression of their views without any damaging exposure of defense secrets, it might 
contribute'to an easing of the situation. But to assure a vigorous Naval service in 
these tumultuous days even more will have to be done. Abiding by President Truman’s 
instructions to get to the bottom of the present situation, Secretary Matthews should 
heed the advice of Admiral Radford that it would be “a grave mistake to underesti- 
mate the depth and sincerity” of the feelings of the officers of the Navy. Punishment 
of individuals should not be allowed to overshadow the heart of the problem, which 
is to seek the means to inspire the confidence and raise the morale of the Naval 
service. 


HE expected early approval by the President of the Military Pay Bill will bring to a 

highly satisfactory conclusion the long and difficult campaign to provide reason- 
able career compensation for the members of the Uniformed Services. The increases 
soon to be law are extremely moderate. They are less than those proposed by 
the Hook Commission, and certainly less than warranted by the great increase in 
the cost of living since the last general pay revision in 1908. Nevertheless the ad- 
vances are gratefully received by the members of the Armed Forces and will greatly 
improve Service morale. This long step forward should be followed by legislation to 
provide new and better family housing for personnel at military installations and 
by other measures to improve conditions throughout the Services. The new Pay 
Bill establishes the principle that compensation should be based primarily on re- 
sponsibility. At the same time it provides well-merited increases for practically all 
ranks. One reason why the pay advances are not as generous as proposed by the 
Hook Board is the conviction of some members of Congress that military personnel 
should contribute toward their retirement. The President and the Director of the 
Budget also favor a contributory retirement system. They have also suggested that 
allowances be combined with pay so that total compensation may all be subject to 
Federal income tax. These proposals will be the subject of departmental studies dur- 
ing the next few months. If adopted they would largely neutralize the benefit of 
the new pay increases for personnel on fhe active list, unless compensatory raises 
are provided. Another subject that will be carefully studied is the Hook Commission 
proposal that survivor benefits be provided for dependents. It is a sad commentary 
that little provision is made for the dependents of career personnel who die in the 
service of their country. This situation should be promptly corrected. Experience 
may demonstrate that other changes in the new law may be advisable. In a major 
pay revision such as has just been made it is quite possible that there may be un- 
foreseen inequities which will require correction. The operation of the law will be 
carefully observed by the personnel officers of the Services to ascertain what, if any, 
changes may be desirable. The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL will be glad to receive sug- 
gestions from its readers for transmission to appropriate authorities.

Army General Board 


Editor, ARMY AND Navy JourNaL: 


I note with interest that the list of 
officers of the Army selected for promo- 
tion to General’s grade by the Gillem 
Board is about to be depleted, and that 
a new Board will select a new group at 
an early date. Discussions with other 
officers indicate that there is very little 
known of the manner in which the selec- 
tions are made. In most cases, recent pro- 
motions involved officers selected from 
those who did not hold a general officer’s 
grade during the war. Chiefs of technical 
services have promoted officers who did 
not hold general officer’s grade during 
the war based on the supposition that 
most of these were technical specialists. 
The tenure of a technical specialist in 
Washington is definitely limited, and the 
promotion of an officer purely because of 
his technical specialist background is a 
fallacy, since he must take his turn on 
foreign service, where the technical spe- 
cialty may be an embarrassment. When 
the reductions of general officers to the 
grade of colonel were made, the impres- 
sion was created by the Department of 
the Army that those of us who were re- 
duced would be re-promoted when va- 
cancies occurred. In furtherance of this, 
the Department of the Army went to the 
extreme of dating back the effective date 
of a colonel’s grade reduced from that 
of a general officer to as far back as 
1937, which was later found to be illegal. 
I, as well as many others, am wondering 
what is in the minds of the Department 
of the Army in continuing what I_con- 
sider to be an injustice.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—The Defense Committee of the Atlantic Defense Alliance was 
organized this week under the chairmanship of United States Defense Secretary 
Louis Johnson, and with the defense ministers or other representatives of the other 
eleven allies as members. At the same time Secretary Johnson designated General 
Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, as American representative 
on the Military Committee and the Standing Group, which will develop the strategic 
plans for the military defense of the areas covered by the Alliance. 

The Military Committee established by the Defense Committee is composed of 
leaders of the armed forces or other representatives of the twelve treaty countries. 
It held its first meeting in Washington this week under the chairmanship of General 
Bradley. It set up a Standing Group of three members to serve as the executive body 
for the Military Committee and to maintain continuous contact with the members 
of the various regional planning groups. The members of the Standing Group are 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, for the United States; Lt. Gen. Paul Ely, for France, and 
Gen. William Morgan for the United Kingdom. The headquarters of the Defense 
Committee, the Military Committee and the Standing Group will be in Washington. 
The first meeting of the Standing Group will be held in the Pentagon on 10 Oct. 

Representing the United States at the sessions of the Defense Committee, in 
addition to Defense Secretary Johnson, were Gen. Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff; Maj. Gen. James H. Burns, USA, Rtd., and N. E. Halaby, 
Office of the Secretary of Defense. Serving on the Secretariat were Brig. Gen. John 
Magruder, USA, Rtd.; Capt. W. G. Lawlor, USN; Col. R. E. Beebe, USAF; Col. C. H. 
Donnelly, USA; and Maj. J. L. Harris, USAF. Acting as interpreters were Edmund 
S. Glenn and Kenneth R. Boyle, of the State Department; Capt. T. B. Kittredge, 
USNR, Maj. Philip St. G. Cocke, USA, and Maj. Max R. Puel, USAF. 

Meeting also with the Defense Committee were a number of distinguished Army, 
Wavy and Air officers from most of the countries which are signatories of the North 
Atlantic Treaty. They will serve on the Military Committee and on regional sub- 
committees to prepare detailed defense plans for the different areas represented by 
the groups. A supply committee has been formed with headquarters at London. It 
will hold its first meeting in December. 

The recent announcement that Russia had caused an atomic explosion, possibly 
that of a bomb somewhat comparable to the weapon which has heretofore been an 
American monopoly, has given a sense of urgency to the deliberations of the Defense 
Committee formed under the North Atlantic Security Treaty. It is probable that the 
military organization provided by the treaty will be quickly developed under American 
leadership. 

The President this week signed the Arms Aid Act, authorizing American assistance 
in the amount of $1.314 billion for the rearmament of Western European democ- 
racies and certain other friendly nations. Lists of the arms and other materiel to be 
provided each country have been prepared and thoroughly considered by the Depart- 
ments of State and Defense. Some of the armament will come from surplus and 
reserve stocks now available in this country. Other weapons and equipment will be 
procured from American plants for export to designated countries. Some of the 
funds authorized are earmarked for the development of munitions plants and related 
facilities for armament manufacture in certain of the countries to be aided. 

A Russian reaction to the anti-Communist activities of the western powers has 
been the development of a plan for the formation of a Red-dominated government 
in Eastern Germany. The new regime will claim jurisdiction over all Germany and 
will demand a peace treaty and the withdrawal of occupation forces. This so-called 
government is being established without the warrant of any kind of an election, 
with its officials handpicked by the Soviet authorities to counter the Federal Republic 
elected by the residents of Western Germany. 

German Communists admitted that the haste in attempting to establish a new 
Soviet-controlled government for East Germany was due to the fear that the unortho- 
dox Tito brand of Communism would gain so many German converts in the Russian 
zone as to make the formation of a puppet regime difficult. 

The unpredictable Tito this week joined his arch-foes, Russia and satellites, in 
recognizing the newly-proclaimed Communist government of China. Yugoslavia is 
the only country not within the Soviet orbit to accept the Chinese Red regime. 
Czechoslovakia, undoubtedly inspired by Russia, has demanded that the Canton 
nationalist government surrender its permanent membership in the Security Council 
of the United Nations to the new Communist government of China. 

Western European governments are still feeling the effects of the devaluation 
of the British pound and the resultant revaluation of other currencies. In England 
the government is taking severe measures to combat the inflationary effects of the 
situation, and is vigorously opposing widespread demands for wage increases. In 
France Premier Henri Queuille, whose cabinet has held office the longest and proved 
the most successful of French post-war governments, has resigned. His opposition 
to wage increases demanded as a result of the devaluation of the franc split the 
cabinet and forced the resignation. 

Despite monetary troubles the prospects for further economic recovery of Western 
Europe brightened this week with the announcement that sweeping action had been 
taken by Great Britain, France and Italy to remove barriers that hampered trade 
among Marshall Plan countries. Restrictions on trade and import quotas were largely 
abolished. This action should stimulate international commerce and bring Western 
Europe appreciably closer to the achievement of complete economic unity. 

The United States has expressed the hope that the new West German Federal 
Republic may soon participate to a marked degree in various international under- 
takings. However, there is no present intention of relaxing Allied control of German 
foreign political relations. Forty-four United States Senators, including prominent 
Republicans and Democrats, have signed a letter to the State Department, protesting 
against further dismantling of industrial plants in West Germany. 

Under Secretary of State James E. Webb has revealed that the United States, 
Great Britain and Canada have been engaging in exploratory talks with a view. to 
a cooperative arrangement for the possible joint utilization of materials, techniques 
and knowledge for the production of atomic energy. Present law prohibits this 
‘country from sharing its atomic secrets with any other nation and any tri-partite 
arrangement, such as suggested by Mr. Webb, would require prior Congressional 
approval. The Congress has recently indicated its specific opposition to divulging 
jlinformation on the atom bomb to any country. However, the revelation that Russia 
may now be producing such weapons may occasion a change of front. 





Service Confirmations—aA recapitulation of action by the Senate during the pres- 
ent session of Congress on nominations from the Armed Services shows that all nomi- 
nations have been confirmed. There have been 17,046 Army confirmations; 13,598, 
Air Force; 15,055, Navy; and 2,132, Marine Corps. 


Five Stars for General Bradley—Representative Shafer (R. Mich.) told the House 
of Representatives this week that General Omar N. Bradley, USA, should be raised to 
the rank of a five-star general. “I ask for the promotion for General Bradley for his 
war service and not for his present position, although it might well be argued that he 
deserves it on that score,” the Congressman declared. He described General Brad- 
ley as “the American soldier’s soldier.” Representative Shafer said he has waited for 
a long time for “this just and proper recognition to be awarded to this great soldier, 
I have at legnth lost my patience,” he continued, “and now call upon the legislative 
branch of the Government to grant the reward so well earned and so richly deserved.” 


Incentive and Special Pay—With regard to the incentive and special pay provi- 
sions of the Career Compensation Act, it is interesting to note that while the new pay 
legislation provides that nonflying officers who meet flight requirements for addi- 
tional pay may receive payments of $100 a month, the Appropriation Act for 1950 
limits the payment to $720 a year. Therefore, the $720 maximum will be employed 
in computing pay scales for these officers. 


Infantry Center—Lt. Col. James N. Luton has been named Infantry Center billet- 
ing officer, succeeding Maj. Charles H. Hallden, who has been assigned to the 30th 
Infantry regiment. Colonel Luton will continue to serve as school officer, a post he 
has held since April. Col. William Rattan has been named assistant inspector general 
of the Infantry Center. 

Francis Cardinal Spellman, archbishop of New York, is schéduled to arrive at Ft. 
Benning, 22 Oct., at the invitation of Maj. Gen. P. W. Clarkson, commanding general 
of the Third Infantry division. Plans are being made for the cardinal to say mass 
Sunday, 23 Oct. 


Medical Service Corps—Capt. Cyril A. Hallin, MSC, newly arrived for his second 
tour of-duty at the Army Medical Center, Washington, D. C., has been assigned to the 
Army’s Prosthetic Research Laboratory at the Forest Glen, Md., annex. Lately from 
Nurnberg, Germany, where he was medical maintenance officer at Furth Medical 
Depot, Captain Hallin’s new assignment is that of assistant to Lt. Col. Maurice J. 
Fletcher, Director of the Research Laboratory. 


Complete Atomic Course—With the graduation 23 Sept. of the 10th class on medi- 
cal aspects of atomic explosions at the Army Medical Department Research and Gradu- 
ate School, a total of 1,437 Army, Navy and Air Force officers, public health officials 
and leading civilian scientists have completed the highly technical course. The five- 
day course encompasses all medical phases of the effects of nuclear energy. Sponsored 
by the Armed Forces Special Weapons Projects, the course is directed by Lt. Col. Roy 
D. Maxwell, head of the radiobiology division at the Research and Graduate School. 
The 1lth class begins 28 Oct.

Seeks Air Transport Expansion—Air Transportation has received only a minor 
share of government transportation to date, Robert Ramspeck, Executive Vice Presi- 
dent of the Air Transport Association, told members of the National Defense Trans- 
portation Association at their convention in Atlanta, Ga.) this week. He called upon the 
government to lend support to the air transport system by using it for a reasonable 
part of its transport needs. Citing the filing of tariffs by the certificated airlines call- 
ing for a 10% discount for all military travel, Mr. Ramspeck said the transportation 
officers of the military services should select air transportation when issuing travel 
orders in every case where efficiency will be promoted and the accomplishment of a 
mission will be expedited. 

“If the government will allot a fair share of its traffic to the airlines,” he said, 
“we can and will greatly increase the number of planes in our fleets, add many addi- 
tional trained pilots, mechanics, dispatchers, meteorologists and other employes to the 
ranks of those available for an emergency. It seems to the airlines that this organiza- 
tion, the National Defense Transportation Association, organized for the purpose of 
making certain that the nation has an effective system of transportation in an emer- 
gency, is an appropriate agency through which the proper use of all forms of trans- 
portation can be coordinated for government purposes.” 


Airborne Field Artillery—Proof that the Artillery School at Ft. Sill, Okla., is 
keeping pace with the latest in modern field artillery tactics and training is revealed 
by the announcement of the establishment of a new Department of Airborne and 
Special Operations. The initial mission of the newly created department is to co- 
ordinate and expand all the airborne and special operations instruction at the school. 
Primarily the department will be charged with the development of airborne artillery 
doctrine, policy, procedure, and techniques, including such special operations as 
amphibious, arctic, and desert operations. The program is not entirely new to the 
school, as airborne technique and operation has been included, on a lesser scale, dur- 
ing the past two years. 

Col. Francis A. March has been appointed Director of the Department and will 
have a staff of experienced, wartime-trained airborne officers who will pass on to the 
student officers knowledge gained from actual combat conditions and experiences. 
Colonel March, graduate of the U. S. Military Academy in 1918 and of the Field Artil- 
lery School, Battalion Officers Course in 1927, was in command of the Division Artil- 
lery of the renowned 82d Airborne Division during World War II, with the temporary 
rank of Brig. General.

145-5 prescribes procedures governing mobilization designations to augmentations of 
Regular Army T/O&E units. With certain exceptions, says SR 140-140-10, all ORC 
members not on extended active duty in their Reserve status will be assigned to an 
appropriate ORC unit by 30 Nov. Mobilization assignments for Reserve officers is 
the subject of SR 140-140-15 and in SR 140-5-3, the redesignation of the Staff and Ad- 
ministrative Reserve Section as the Staff Specialist Reserve Section is noted. Rules 
concerning conversion of positions for warrant officers and the authority for area 
commanders to fill all warrant officer spaces provides in the ORC troop basis with 
qualified enlisted ORC personnel is reported in Circular No, 100. 


WAC. Assignments—The Army has published Special Regulations 625-225-10 
which gives the MOS groupings to which enlisted WAC personnel can be properly 
assigned in peacetime. Among, other tasks, it is noted that WACS are eligible for 
duty as chemical engineers, electroencephalographic technician, tuba player, play- 
wright and cryptographic code compiler.

End Unification Project 


With the departure of General Mark 
W. Clark, former commanding general, 
Sixth Army, to new duties as Chief, Army 
Field Forces, the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters for the Unification of Facilities 
and Services, Western Area, has been dis- 
solved. 

The late Secretary of Defense James 
Forrestal had called upon General Clark 
to initiate a special “pilot” unification 
program in the western states. Achieve- 
ments of the AFHUFS were described in 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL on 13 Aug. 
in a report from the Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco. . 

Personnel of the-deactivated headquar- 
ters will be utilized by the Western Area 
Subcommittee of the Committee on Fa- 
cilities and Services of the Munitions 
Board, which will now handle the pro- 





gram, reporting its recommendations on 
unification projects directly to the Mu- 
nitions Board in Washington. Headquar- 
ters of the subcommittee whose chair- 
man is Rear Adm. F. J.°Lowry will re- 
main at the Presidio of San Francisco. 


During the 14 months of its existence 
the Armed Forces Headquarters com- 
pleted 46 surveys of Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Air Force activities and for- 
warded to the Secretary of Defense rec- 
ommendations aimed to eliminate dupli- 
cation and overlapping of functions and 
at. the same time effect economy and 
efficiency in the operations of the services. 

Recommendations now being imple- 
mented and those awaiting final approval 
are expected to result in the savings of 
many millions of dollars. Many of the 
measures adopted during the pilot pro- 
gram in the Western states are expected 
to be applied to Armed Forces activities 
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throughout the world. 

The Western Area Subcommittee is one 
of six similar bodies now operating 
throughout the continental United States 
and includes representatives of all the 
Armed Forces.

“It was for these reasons that this Com- 
mittee determined four months ago to con- 
duct the inquiry commencing this morning. 
The Committee felt last June—and recent 
events have confirmed that view—that there 
had been sufficient concern, and so much 
obvious disagreement, within the Department 
of Defense, and that these disagreements in- 
volved such basic subjects affecting the na- 
tional defense, that this Committee could not 
properly ignore the situation. 

“So, this hearing this morning is pursuant 
to the Committee's decision of four months 
ago—NOT, as the morning press might in- 
dicate, the result of events occurring within 
the last day or so, or last few weeks. 

“I would like to say on behalf of the 
Committee, although I believe this comment 
is probably unnecessary, that it is the intent 
of the Committee that all testimony given 
shall be frankly and freely given—and given 
without reprisal in the Department of De 
fense against any individual presenting 
testimony during the course of these hear- 
ings. 

“This Committee will not permit any re 
prisals against any witness in these hearings 
—nor will we tolerate any shepherding of 
the testimony being presented. We want these 
witnesses to speak what is In their minds— 
to put their cards on the table—and to do 
so without hesitation or personal concern. 

“‘We are going to the bottom of this unrest 
and concern in the Navy. And the Committee 
expects full cooperation in this effort from the 
Department of Defense. When the testimony 
is all in, the Committee will try to reach 
a decision as to what action is indicated in 
the interest of, the national defense. 

“I have asked the Secretary of the Navy, 
Admiral ‘Denfeld and Admiral Radford and 
Admiral Bogan to be present this morning to 
offer such testimony to the Committee as 
they may wish to present, and the Committee 
will afford other officers an opportunity to 
appear.”’ 

Navy Secretary’s Statement 


The following is the complete text of 
Secretary Matthews’ statement before 
the House committee on 6 Oct. 


MR CHAIRMAN AND MEMBERS 

OF THE COMMITTEE: 

In response to your Committee’s invitation, 
which I received yesterday, I appear here 
today as a witness from the Navy. 

You have invited several other officials of 
the Navy to testify in this proceeding at 
this time, and it may be that you plan to 
call other Navy witnesses later. All of us 
in the Navy desire to cooperate with your 
Committee in every possible way. To that 
end, let me assure the Committee that any 
Naval officer or enlisted man or any Navy 
civilian whom your Committee wants to hear, 
or who desires to be heard by your Commit- 
tee, is completely free to testify. There has 
been no censorship. There will be none. 

In addressing ourselves to the agenda which 
your Committee adopted some time ago, we 
in the Department of the Navy had con- 
sidered the advisability of having four top 
Naval officers take the lead in presenting the 
official views of our Department. That plan 
represented a desire to offer you an orderly 
statement of the views and conclusions of the 
Department of the Navy. It was distinctly 
understood by all, however, that your Com- 
mittee would call such additional witnesses 
from the Navy as you might desire, and that 
any other member of the Naval personnel 
who might not be called by you or by us 
who wished to be heard would be at liberty 
to speak so far as the Navy is concerned. 

In that connection, my position is the same 
as that which former Secretary Forrestal out- 
lined in his annual report to the President 
and the Congress when he said: 

“TI have stated to the Congress my posi- 
tion on the expression of personal views by 
the Secretaries and Chiefs of the departments 
in the National Military Establishment. I 
have told those officials that I want them 
to feel perfectly free to express their per- 
sonal views when called upon to do so by 
the Congress. The public and the Congress 
are entitled to know the personal views 
of the Secretaries and the Chiefs, but the 
public and the Congress are also entitled 
to know whenever there is a material distinc- 
tion between such personal views and the 
official conclusion which the Military Estab- 
lishment has arrived at after mature 
consideration.”’ 

You will recall, Mr. Chairman, that on 
July 2ist of this year, in response to a re- 
quest from you, I wrote you a letter in which 
I set out my personal views with respect 
to the eight items contained on your Com- 
mittee’s agenda as outlined in your com- 
munication to me. 

As I understand the state of the record, 
your Committee has disposed of Items 1 and 
2 on that agenda, and I feel that all of us 
are greatly indebted to your Committee for 
the manner in which your Committee has 
considered those two important items on the 
agenda, and that we should be greatly 
pleased by the outcome of that part of your 





investigation. 

Since the views which I expréssed in my 
letter just referred to with respect to the 
other six items on the agenda are the same 
today as they were at the time when I wrote 
that letter, may I request that I be permitted 
to have a duplicate of that letter incorporated 
in the record of this hearing at this point. 

Further along in my statement, I shall 
re-state briefly for you my personal views 
which that communication embodies. At this 
time, because of recent statements which 
have appeared in the press from certain offi- 
cials of the Navy, I would like to comment 
briefly upon the situation which they seem 
to reflect. 

I refer to the condition of the morale of 
the personnel in the Department of the Navy. 
On various occasions when asked about it, J 
have stated that in my opinion the general 
morale of the Navy is good; and, further- 
more, I want to say now that I believe that 
there is every reason why it should be good. 
In that connection, I distinguish between 
Navy morale generally and the morale of 
some few individuals who, for reasons suffi- 
cient to themselves, in spite of their oath 
taken as a member of the Military Estab- 
lishment of the United States which imposed 
upon them the solemn obligation to support 
the Constitution and the laws of the United 
States, have deliberately engaged in the in- 
defensible procedure of surreptitiously dis- 
closing to persons unentitled to possess it, 
documentary and other restricted informa- 
tion belonging to the Department of the 
Navy in a manner and under circumstances 
which could leave no doubt of their own 
consciousness of the impropriety of their 
action and the disloyal character of their 
conduct. Such actions cannot be condemned 
too severely. Bt it said to the credit of the 
Navy that such instances of faithlessness 
and insubordination are rare in her proud 
tradition. Naval personnel are distinguished 
by their long reputation of devotion and 
fidelity to the service to which their very 
lives, if need be, are dedicated. Happily, 
even in our present distressed situation, but 
a very few are involved in this disappoint- 
ing and unworthy procedure. Such actions 
and related developments, though indulged 
in by a comparatively few individuals, un- 
doubtedly have unfavorably affected Navy 
morale. That its further impairment may be 
avoided, those guilty and responsible for im- 
posing this latest blemish on Navy tradition 
will all be identified and brought to an 
accounting for their guilty conduct. 

My analysis of the condition which this 
incident indicates exists convinces me that 
most of such impairment of Naval morale 
as prevails is to be found among the per- 
sonnel in the Naval Aviation section of the 
service. Even before the Army, the Navy and 
the Air Force were brought together in the 
Department of Defense under the National 
Security Act of 1947, sharp differences of 
views prevailed among the submarine service, 
the surface-water service and the Naval avia- 
tion arms of the Navy. That different views 
should be held among these three groups 
should not be unexpected. In its structure, 
the Navy comprehends these three types of 
services. They are all manned by strong, 
vigorous, able and inspiringly loyal and 
Ppatriotically devoted enlisted men and offi- 
cers. Such limited impairment of morale as 
does exist as I stated before, in my opinion 
will be found almost exclusively in the avia- 
tion personnel in the Navy. I base that con- 
clusion upon the identity of the individuals 
who have expressed their dissatisfaction with 
the conditions in which they are involved 
as members of the personnel of the Depart- 
ment of the Navy. In my opinion, that is a 
significant fact which should be taken into 
consideration in evaluating the real condi- 
tion of Navy morale. 

That there should be some dissatisfaction 
with present conditions on the part of Naval 
aviators is not surprising to me. During the 
war, our Navy expanded to a theretofore 
undreamed of size on the sea, under the 
sea and in the air. Naval aviation made tre- 
mendous progress and attained a glorious rec- 
ord, particularly in the Pacific and in the 
conduct of the war against Japan. It ex- 
panded to the unanticipated extent necessary 
to subdue a powerful and resourceful enemy. 

Since the war has ended, conditions have 
changed. The Navies of our wartime enemies 
were completely destroyed. The fleets of dur 
allies were greatly reduced. At the conclusion 
of the war, we found ourselves with the great- 
est Navy the world has ever seen, and with 
practically no other country with any Navy 
capable of challenging our control of the 
seas. From the civilians’ and taxpayers’ 
point of view, common sense demanded a 
reduction in the size of the Navy in all its 
branches and in its cost of maintenance, to 
appropriate peace-time proportions. The 
processes of accomplishing such common- 
sense reductions were felt most keenly by 
Naval aviation, and Naval aviators responded 
quite naturally. Some of theim voiced their 
protests quite frantically. Such alarming 
demonstrations of mistrust and concern, to 
say the least, did not serve to contribute to 
the composure of others observing and hear- 
ing them. Even under ordinary circum- 
stances, in peace-time, problems of morale 
in a military organization present themselves. 
Under the necessity of making adjustments 
to substantial reductions in budget, ships, 





weapons and shore establishments, as well 
as becoming accommodated to the realities of 
peacetime operations, the equilibrium of 
Naval personnel would be especially tested. 

In addition to these irritating develop- 
ments, another cause of unrest on the part of 
Naval aviation personnel was occasioned by 
the procedure of several Naval aviators who 
testified against the enactment of Unifica- 
tion legislation in 1947. In that year, after 
long and careful consideration, Secretary of 
War Patterson and Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal agreed upon a Unification Bill 
which was submitted to Congress by Presi- 
dent Truman. Several Naval aviators were 
included among those who spoke vigorously 
in opposition-to the enactment of that Bill. 
Included in that list were Admiral Bogan 
and Captain John Crommelin. Their testi- 
mony at that time reflected practically the 
same arguments against Unification which 
are embodied in their recent published 
statements. I can find little that is new in 
what they say now, as compared with their 
testimony before the Hoffman Committee on 
July 1, 1947. They opposed Unification at 
that time as they do now, but, in spite of 
their opposition and that of those who testi- 
fied as they did, the Congress overwhelmingly 
passed the Unification Law in response to an 
undeniable demand of the American people. 

You gentlemen in this Congress this year 
again responded to the will of the American 
people, and again overwhelmingly reaffirmed 
the approval of unification by adopting, 
without a record vote, I believe, the 1949 
Amendments to the Security Act of 1947. 
By reason of these recent amendments, the 
unification provisions of the law of 1947 were 
greatly strengthened in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Hoover Commission 
and President Truman. 

The spectacle of distinguished Naval avia- 
tors, holding high office in the Navy, de 
nouncing a law offered to the Congress by 
the President of the United States and twice 
overwhelmingly approved by the Congress, 
could hardly be expected to be utterly with- 
out effect upon some members of the Navy 
personnel among whom they are numbered. 
However, the fact that they have seen fit, 
in the exercise of their discretion, to speak 
out so sensationally and in such an un-Navy- 
like manner, against a law which they can 
be rightly expected to support, does not in 
any sense justify a conclusion that the morale 
of that portion of the Navy personnel which 
is not involved in their forensic maneuvers 
is all shot to pieces. No matter how sincere 
they may claim to be, nor how zealously they 
may crusade for their objectives, it cannot 
be conceded that they monopolize the loyalty, 
the honor, or the patriotic devotion of Navy 
men, even among Naval aviators. In my 
opinion, they do not reflect the views of 
anything approaching a majority of Naval 
officers. 

Therefore, in spite of the deliberately pub- 
licized letter of Admiral Bogan and the state- 
ment of Captain Crommelin, I believe that, 
generally speaking, Navy morale is good. 
Furthermore, I believe that it should be good. 
That is. true because it is my conviction 
that the Navy today is, and for the predic 
table future will be, one of the most vital 
and important cogs in providing for the 
security of this nation, and throughout the 
foreseeable future it will continue to be a 
proud and satisfying privilege to serve in 
the ranks of the Department of the Navy. 
In his eloquent address before the National 
War College in June of this year, Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson inspiringly spelled 
out this role of the Navy in words so clear 
that I feel it would profit all of us to have 
them in mind at this time. Secretary Johnson 
said on that occasion: 

‘There exists in our present strategic con- 
cept of national defense an essential and 
honorable role for each of the Armed Forces. 
For security is a cooperative venture to be 


gained with cooperative effort by the Army. ° 


the Navy and Air Force. It is not a com- 
petitive enterprise where one service can 
profit at the expense of another. It admits of 
neither pre-eminence nor first emphasis. To 
provide effectively for security, the National 
Military Establishment must adjudge im- 
partially the representations of our armed 
forces in weighing the priorities of their 
needs. 

“The cancellation of construction plans for 
a naval supercarrier has been twisted into 
a charge of persecution against the Navy. 
Some partisans of that service have exag- 
gerated this action and have represented it 
as part of a conspiracy either to sink the 
Navy’s air arm or to reduce the Navy to 
a second-class role. 

“In their campaign of terror against fur- 
ther unification of the armed forces, they 
have roused false issues without the sub- 
stance of truth. 

“‘With the extension of American commit- 
ments overseas—both in Europe and in the 
Pacific—a strong Navy is absolutely vital to 
the security of the United States. Because 
the naval air arm is a critical weapon in 
modern sea warfare, we could no more deny 


the fleet its carrier aircraft than we could | 


deny ships their radar. 

“That we may put an end to this charge 
of conspiracy, let me assure. you that I am 
convinced of our continuing need for carrier 
ai 


reraft. 
“At the same time I reaffirm the birthright 





of the United States Marine Corps and its 
air arm. The Marine Corps’ role in the future 
is guaranteed not by sympathy for its his. 
torical tradition but by the proven necessity 
for equipping fleets with assault forces for 
the seizure or defense of naval bases essentia] 
to the conduct of naval campaigns. 

“It will be the duty of the Navy by prompt 
and sustained combat operations at sea to 
control vital sea areas, to deny ocean high. 
ways to an enemy, to guarantee the unin- 
terrupted flow of vital strategic and war ma- 
terials to ourselves and our allies, to trans. 
port overseas Army and Air Forces.” 

Furthermore, on the very day that he spoke 
at the War College, Secretary Johnson an- 
nounced his approval of a Navy proposal for 
the modernization of two aircraft carriers of 
the Essex class—a modernization designed to 
give us eight carriers capable of handling the 
new and modern planes which are just com- 
ing into use by the fleet. 

Taking up, now, Mr. Chairman, the letter 
which I forwarded to you on July 21, 1949, 
let me re-state briefly my views on some of 
the agenda items. 

Item 3 concerns the performance character- 
istics of the B-36 bomber to determine 
whether it is a satisfactory weapon. I stated 
in my letter that the performance of any 
aircraft is a compromise between speed, 
range and service ceiling. I, personally, am 
not acquainted with the technical details of 
the B-36 bomber nor with its latest per. 
formance characteristics. In my opinion, the 
most complete, impartial and satisfactory 
answer to this question will be furnished by 
the Weapons Systems Evaluation Group 
which currently has. the performance char- 
acteristics of the B-36 under study as a part 
of its consideration of the larger subject 
of strategic warfare. I do not feel that we 
will have complete or impartial definitive 
information until that study is completed. 

The fourth item of your agenda concerns 
the roles and missions of the Air Force and 
the Navy, especially Navy and Marine Avia 
tion, and the determination of whether or 
not the decision to cancel the construction 
of the: aircraft carrier United States was 
sound. The development of this carrier, and 
the initial plans and specifications were de 
termined before I became Secretary of the 
Navy. The discontinuation of the building 
of the carrier United States, however, does 
not, to my mind, mean that Naval aviation 
is to be brought to a halt. It was a decision 
on a phase in the development of aircraft 
carriers, but not a denial of the necessity 
for aircraft carriers in general. The Secretary 
of Defense has made this plain by his decision 
in June, authorizing the modernization of 
two additional Essex class carriers. 

Item five of the agenda raises the question 
of whether or not the Air Force is concentrat- 
ing upon strategic bombing to such an extent 
as to be injurious to tactical aviation. As! 
stated in my letter before referred to, this 
would appear to be a matter of primary in- 
terest to the Army and the Air Force, and 
it may be that their opinions on the subject 
would be more expert than any held by the 
Navy. However, since the Navy’s views were 
requested, I stated in my letter that in the 
opinion of the Navy, the Air Force 3% 
projected in its 1950 Forces was unbalanced 
in favor of strategic bombing. 

Item six of your agenda involves the cor 
sideration of procedure followed by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff on the development of weap 
ons to be used by the respective services. It 
also seeks to raise the question as to whether 
or not two of the three services should be 
permitted to pass upon the weapons of the 
third. In my letter to your Chairman, ! 
stated that I am in agreement with the ger 
eral sense of the Secretary of Defense's re 
cent public address in which he stated: 

“It can no longer be claimed that each 
service is entitled to exclusive judgment and 
autonomous control of the funds allocated 
for its role. Since the Joint Chiefs are mutt 
ally responsible for the Nation’s whole de 
fense, it is their duty to consider the majo 
decisions of any services.”’ 

That does not mean, however, that the 
weapons employed by any service are to b 
determined by a two to one, or any split 
vote, of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. I am cor 
vinced that the Chief of any service is the 
best informed as to the weapons systems 


his service needs to carry out its respom 

sibilities. Furthermore, I do not feel that # 
that means he should be given the sole  & 
sponsibility for determining those weapons. § 


The responsibility of the Joint Chiefs o 
Staff in considering the weapons of all’ sy* 
tems does not mean that final determinatio 
is placed in them, particularly if they a 
not unanimous in their views. Under circul 
stances where there is a split vote, in my 
opinion, under the law and in practice, th 


responsibility passes to the Secretary of th 
Defense, who is not bound by a majority f 


vote. 

In answer to the question propounded bY 
this item, I think it is proper for the service 
to consider weapons of sister services within 
the framework of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and, in view of the fact that their deter 
mination is not necessarily the final one, 
feel there is no reason for concern.

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National Business Summary 

Although labor-management disputes 
in the coal and steel industries may re- 
verse future reports, latest statistics of 
the Federal Reserve System show an in- 
crease in industrial production and em- 
ployment in August and early September. 
Nondurable goods production advanced 
in August to the highest level since 
March, the Board of Governors reported. 
Employment in non-agricultural estab- 
lishments showed “somewhat more” than 
the usual seasonal rise in that month, 
with gains centralized in manufacturing 
industries and State and local govern- 
ments, 

The number of unemployed declined 
from 4,100,000 to 3,700,000. Construction 
activity also was increased, as 98,000 new 
housing units were begun, an increase of 
2,000 over the previous month and 11,000 
over the same month in 1948. 

Likewise, the value of department store 
sales increased beyond normal seasonal 
gains. Sales of major household appli- 
ances showed a particularly healthy in- 
crease. 

The effect of devaluation of the pound 
was noted by the Board of Governors. 
Dollar prices of tin, rubber and some 
other imported materials dropped from 
five to eight per cent. 

During August, steel production was at 
82 per cent of capacity, the same as in 
June, but 11 per cent higher than in 
July. In September, steel production was 
to have reached 85 per cent of capacity.

Power For Super Dredger 

The 12,000-ton Essayons, the world’s 
largest sea-going hopper dredge, which 
underwent dock trials on 3 Oct., will 
operate under steam supplied by Bab- 
cock & Wilcox boilers. Built by the Sun 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Company for 
the U. S. Army Engineers, the dredge will 
be assigned for use in New York Harbor 
late this year. The dredge was designed 
by the Marine Division of the Phila- 
deiphia District of the Army Engineers. 

Two B & W sectional header single up- 
take boilers, equipped with super-heaters 
and tubular air heaters, will deliver 
steam to two turbo-electric generators 
designed for a totai of 8,000 shaft horse- 
power. Each boiler will be fired with six 
B & W wide range steam-mechanical 
type oil burners. 

Each boiler has a working pressure of 
600 psi. The superheater will deliver 
steam at a total temperature of 850° F. 
Normal steaming capacity will be 40,000 
pounds per boiler per hour, the designed 
basic steaming capacity, 60,000, and the 
naximum continuous steaming capacity, 
75,000. 

The boilers were designed and con- 
structed by The Babcock & Wilcox Com- 
pany at its Barberton (Ohio) plant. B & 
W Junior firebrick for the boiler furnaces 
came from the company’s refractories 
plant at Augusta, Ga. 

The 525-foot vessel is expected to op- 
erate at a speed of three miles an hour 
while dredging against a five-mile-an- 
hour current. Her hopper capacity will 
be 8,000 cubic yards and her loaded 
capacity 12,000 tons of sand or silt. When 
fully loaded the vessel will attain a speed 
of 15.5 miles per hour, driven by twin 
screws.

for General Bradley will be busy through- 
out the rest of November, December and 
probably early January with North At- 
lantic defense problems. There is some 
possibility that he will make a trip to 
Europe during this time. 

General Bradley’s last trip was an in- 
spection of Alaskan defenses, on which 
he was accompanied by General Hoyt 
S. Vandenberg, USAF Chief of Staff; Gen- 
eral J. Lawton Collins, USA Chief of 
Staff; and Vice Adm. Arthur D. Struble, 
USN, Deputy Chief of Naval Operations. 

Upon his return, General Bradley gave 
a memorandum to Secretary of Defense 
Johnson concerning the deplorable hous- 
ing conditions in that northern area and 
the incredible hardships to which mili- 
tary personnel are being subjected. Gen- 
eral Bradley, on behalf of the JCS, ex- 
plained how effective defense planning 
is being thwarted by the lack of housing 
in Alaska. 

Just as his messages concerning the 
pay legislation prompted remedial action 
by the Congress, so it is felt that General 
Bradley’s forthright statement concern- 
ing the housing situation in Alaska will 
bring early relief. 

Thus, in such matters as pay and hous- 
ing, which affect all Services equally, 
General Bradley, in his office as JCS 
Chairman, is able to serve as a “unified” 
spokesman for the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. The Armed Forces have never 
had such effective military representation 
before.

following its present concept. I have fur- 
nished the Chairman of your Committee my 
views on this subject, but they are of a 
highly classified nature. In view of their 
security classification, I feel that I cannot 
appropriately discuss them in open meeting. 
In conclusion, I would like to mention 
briefly my own confidence in the organiza- 
tional arrangements which Congress has pro- 
vided in the National Security Act of 1947, 
as Amended. Through such agencies as the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Navy, as well as 
its sister services, has a proper and useful 
forum in which to present the merits of its 
case. I have confidence not only in the or- 
genizational set-up, but I have the utmost 
confidence in the men who man this set-up. 
We are indeed fortunate to have as Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff a man with the 
wisdom, the integrity, the experience and 
the willingness to understand the problems 
of others that General Omar Bradley has 
shown himself to possess. I have no mis- 
givings whatever with respect to the Navy’s 
ability to present its case to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, and, where appropriate, before the 
Secretary of Defense. I am a lawyer by pro- 
fession with many years of practical experi- 
ence, and it is my feeling that you have given 
us a good court within the Department of 

Defense before which to present our case. 

We have recently been engaged in present- 
ing to the Joint Chiefs of Staff and to the 
Secretary of Defense our views with respect 
to the 1951 budget for the Department of De- 
fense. As you know, no information with re- 
spect to the proposed budget can be released 
until next January, when the President sub- 
mits his budget message to Congress. We are 
presently engaged in the process of formulat- 
ing this 1951 budget, and I can assure you 
that not only the Secretary of the Navy but 
also the duly appointed officers who head the 
Navy are presenting the need for a strong 
Navy with all the vigor at their command. I 
am sure that the case which we are presenting 
is a good one, and I am sure that, in the in- 
terests of national security, we will maintain 
a strong Navy; just as I am sure that there 
will be maintained a strong Army and a 
strong Air Force, and it is only through the 
maintenance of all three in a high degree of 
readiness that our national security can be 
preserved. 

Upon the Secretary of Defense, as the 
principal assistant to the President in all 
matters affecting the Department of Defense, 
falls the heavy responsibility of insuring that 
all three services are maintained in the high 
state of readiness I have mentioned. Knowing 
Louis Johnson as I do, I am sure that he will 
ably discharge this responsibility which has 
been placed upon him by Congress in the 
National Security Act Amendements of 1949, 
and by the President and the Senate in his 
appointment and confirmation to the high 
position which he holds. I know that he will 
discharge his duty with the utmost fairness, 
with equal concern for all three services, and 
with a single eye to the safety of America. 

Adm. Bogan’s 1947 Testimony 

In his letter, Admiral Bogan pointed 
out that his reasons for opposition to the 
unification bill and his suggestions for 
“achieving ultimate unity” were pre- 
sented to Congress 1 July 1947. Following 
is his statement as given before the 
House Committee on Expenditures in Ex- 
ecutive Departments at that time: 

“The proposed legislation known as H. R. 
2319 was designed as a measure to unite the 
armed services and to enhance the national 
security. In my opinion it will not accom- 
plish either of those objectives. 

“Under the provisions of this act there is 
established a third service, the United States 
Air Force, and a super-Secretary of National 
Security, charged with coordinating the three 
branches as they will then exist. Naval avia- 
tion and the United States Marine Corps re 
main as integral parts of the Navy and, I 
am informed, that sections are or will be 
written into the bill to protect their respec- 
tive integrities. It is doubtful if that status 
can be maintained in practical and protracted 
operation. 

“It is my earnest belief that this measure 
is a ‘bill of divorcement’ rather than unifica- 
tion in that it separates the Army Air Force 
from the Army and superimposes an addi- 
tional political structure at the top whose 
difficult task under its terms will be to make 
three, not two, organizations function as a 
single whole. 

“Today, gentlemen, our major offensive 
and defensive weapon is the airplane. It will 
not always remain so but until it is replaced 
our national security, to be factual, depends 
to a great degree on the proper employment 
of that weapon. While we retain control of 
the air in a theater of military operations, 
land or sea, domination of the terrestrial and 
sea areas follows. Without that control, it is 
impossible. For that reason I believe that in- 
stead of autonomy for Air, greater inte 
gration of Air with ground Army and surface 
and subsurface Navy is vitally necessary. 
“It would appear that the studies and hear- 








ings of this legislation to date have been con- 
fined almost wholly to military and political 
witnesses. 

“I just learned this morning that the hear- 
ings are to terminate as of today. I do not 
believe that the Navy has had a chance to 
state its case before the members of this 
committee, and I believe there is a great deal 
more information available to you gentlemen 
if you care and have the time to seek it out. 

“The industrial mobilization of modern 
warfare has not received the attention its 
importance requires. I believe that the whole 
question is of timeless significance, that the 
effort to resolve this matter hastily now, at 
a time when chaos is widespread throughout 
the world, will not bring about the desired 
end but will, on the contrary, have an adverse 
effect. 

“There has been criticism, warranted in 
many cases, of duplieation of effort in the 
Army and Navy. The. President can, by Ex- 
ecutive order, eliminate unnecessary overlap- 
ping practices. 

“Continued intereducation between exist- 
ing services will bring about strengthened 
mutual understanding, which I do not think 
exists because of recriminations and animosi- 
ties developed during the conception and ges- 
tation of this legislation. The conduct of joint 
training exercises and the assignment of per- 
sonnel of one branch to that of the other for 
periods of duty will be of great benefit. The 
staff and war colleges now functioning for 
officers of all services should pay generous 
dividends. 

‘“‘While these are continuing I recommend 
a study by a board of men of recognized 
ability and unquestioned integrity into all 
phases of this problem. They should not be 
rushed or hampered by the time element. 
Technical military advisers can be made 
available as required. Their final findings 
and report can then be the basis for sound 
legislation to improve national security. It 
is my conviction that such a board would 
recommend two departments with closer 
liaison than now exists or a gradual trans- 
position to one department by evolution as 
opposed to the three departments created by 
H. R. 2319.”" 

The committee appeared deeply inter- 
ested in Admiral Bogan’s testimony and 
spent virtually the entire morning ques- 
tioning him. During that session Admiral 
Bogan charged that it is the “long-range 
plan of the U. S. Air Force as set up to 
absorb naval aviation.” He also stated 
that in his opinion strategic bombing is 
obsolescent. An immediate war, he said 
later, would include strategic bombing 
but the war of the future could not be 
fought that way. 

He said that he thought the “air should 
run the Army and Navy as presently con- 
stituted” and that eventually there 
should be a single department with the 
air running the Army and Navy. Subse- 
quently he was questioned about each of 
the major provisions of the unification 
act and stated that he was in favor of 
them all except the provisions for a sep- 
arate Air Force. 

Representative Jenkins said: “You goa 
great deal further in your testimony than 
the bill intends to go, because you have 
expressed yourself as being in favor of a 
single Department of National Defense of 
which the Army and Navy would not be 
separate departments but actually 
merged therein.” “I think that is ulti- 
mate,” Admiral Bogan said. 


Air General Officers Shifted 

The Air Force has announced the reas- 
signment of ten general officers. 

Maj. Gen. William D. Old, commanding 
general of the Ninth Air Force at Langley 
AFB, Va., will be assigned to the office of 
Inspector General, USAF, for duty as Air 
Inspector. 

Maj. Gen. Walter E. Todd, Deputy Direc- 
tor, Joint Intelligence Group, Joint Staff, 
will become assistant for programming in 
the office of the Deputy Chief of Staff, Op- 
erations. 

Maj. Gen. Charles W. Lawrence, command- 
ing general of Indoctrination Division of Air 
Training Command at Lackland AFB, Texas, 
will command the 3700th Basic Training 
Wing of Air Training Command at Lackland 
AFB. 

Maj. Gen. Charles C. Chauncey, command- 
ing general of Technical Division, Air Train- 
ing Command, Scott AFB, Illinois, will be- 
come Deputy Commanding General for Tech- 
nical Training, with no change in duty sta- 
tion. 

Maj. Gen. Robert W. Burns, Deputy Com- 
mander of Air Training Command, Barks- 
dale AFB, Shreveport, La., will become 
Deputy Commander for administration, Air 
Training Command, at Scott AFB. 

Maj. Gen. James S. Stowell, formerly com- 
manding general of Flying Division, Air 
Training Command, Randolph AFB, San An- 
tonio, Texas, has been assigned as Deputy 
to the commanding general for Flying Train- 
ing at Scott AFB.

Alaskan Housing Reported 

The House Armed Services Committee 
this week reported favorably on legisla- 
tion which would provide $154,612,470 for 
military construction, mostly housing, in 
Alaska and Okinawa. 

The Army would receive $80,363,700; the 
Navy, $25,414,000; and the Air Force, 
$48,834,770 under provisions of the bill. 
The House Committee said “in view of the 
international situation and the exigencies 
of national defense, it is considered im- 
perative that at least those portions of 
the military public works bill which con- 
cern military installations in Alaska and 
Okinawa be considered during the pres- 
ent session of Congress.” 

Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff have expressed 
alarm over the lack of adequate housing 
in Alaska and its serious impairment of 
the national defense. 





West Point Dedication 

“Because they planned and worked 
against the day when men had to fight 
and die, fewer men had to fight and fewer 
men had to die.” 

This was the declaration of General 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF Chief of Staff, 
this week as he dedicated the World War 
II Memorial to alumni of the U. S. Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point, N. Y. 

Accompanied to the ceremonies by 
Marshal of the Royal Air Force, Lord 
Tedder, General Vandenberg hailed the 
contribution of U. S. Military Academy 
graduates to the nation’s security. 

“A life devoted to military service,” 
General Vandenberg said, “is nct the only 
kind of life that serves the nation, but 
none is more necessary, none is more 
exacting and none is more honored. 

“No career contains greater opportu- 
nities for important contribution to the 
nation than the military career,” he con- 
tinued. “No life contains more of the sat- 
isfactions of conscientious effort than the 
military life. Yet no service demands 
greater sacrifices in peace and war than 
military service.” 

In a final tribute to the dead whose 





names were being honored in plates of 
bronze at Cullum Hall, General Vanden. 
berg said: “Most of these men fell pe. 
yond the reaches of the seas. Their lives 
were lost in every quarter of the globe 
But wherever they fell, wherever their 
bodies lie, wherever their families ang 
their friends reside—the Academy we). 
comes their names and spirits home.” 





Army Racial Policy 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson has 
approved an Army policy which wil! 
liberalize racial equality of treatment 
and opportunity but which will not elimi. 
nate segregated units. 
In submitting the policy to Secretary 
Johnson, Secretary of the Army Gordon 
Gray said that “for the foreseeable fy. 
ture negro units must be maintained ang 
that no practicable substitute has been 
developed for the Army’s present policy 
of regulating Army original negro ep. 
listments on the basis of population rg. 
tion. 
The complete text of Secretary Gray’s 
memorandum follows: 
““f{ have restudied in great detail the posi- 
tion of the Department of the Army with 
respect to its utilization of negro manpower 
and have discussed with Mr Fahy the sug. 
gestions of the President’s Committee and 
also the course of action outlined below. As 
a result and subject to your concurrence | 
propose promptly to pursue the following 
program: 
“1.Military Occupational Specialties 
(MOS) will be open to qualified personnel 
without regard to race or color. 
“2. The present negro quotas for selec. 
tion to attend Army schools will be abolished 
and selection will be made from the best 
qualified personnel without regard to race or 
color. 
%, “3. The promotion system of the enlisted 
career guidance program will be administered 
on an equal merit basis so that all promotions 
will be obtained by open competition on 
army-wide examinations, against a single 
standard and without regard to race or color. 
“4, ROTC students attending summer train- 
ing camps as members of school units to 
which they are regularly assigned will re 
main together and be trained together with- 
out regard to race or color. 

“5. A board of senior Army officers will 
be convened from time to time to determine 
current progress under the program pre 
sented herein, and to re-examine and review 
the fundamental policies for the utilization of 
negro manpower in the light of changing 
conditions and experiences of this day ani 
time. The first board will be convened in the 
near future. 

“Under this program, no member of the 
Army who has qualified for any Military 
Occupational Specialty will be denied the 
opportunity to pursue that specialty becaust 
of race or color. This will further implement 
the Army’s policy and practice of using qual: 
fied persons without regard to race or cold! 
to fill the operating—or so-called overhead— 
positions at Army installations. ? 

“In connection with this whole subject . 
equality of treatment and opportunity and 
the efficient utilization of manpower in the 
Army, I think it appropriate to draw attet- 
tion to the fact that the Army has change 
its re-enlistment policy. Only those indivit- 
uals who, during their first regular enlist: 
ment, have qualified for promotion to Graét 
5, if unmarried, and to Grade 4, if marriét 
are permitted to re-enlist. Promotions 
these grades is made without regard to Pos" 
tion vacancies and therefore all individus’s 
during their first enlistment are given ® 
equal opportunity on an Army-wide meri 
basis, against a single standard, without 
gard to race or color, to win promotion — 
these grades.
